BRITAIN SENDS 
AIRPLANES OVER 
AUSTRIAN AREA 


London, Jan. 13 IAP)—British 
fliers in “the greatest wartime 
survey flight*'' penetrated Bo 
hernia and Austria during the 
night, carried on the North Sea 
warfare by attacking nazi de­ 
stroyers and today destroyed a 
German air raider over the Firth 
of Forth, the air ministry an ­ 
nounced in a series of comm u­ 
niques. 
The exploit of scouting 
over the southeastern parts of 
greater Germany was the first 
of the war to be reported in that 
region.

Responsibility for Deaths 
Harrisburg, Jan. 13 TAP)—“Gross 
carelessness and greed”

"Poor visibility" was partly re­ 
sponsible for the increase in deer 
season accidents,, Ross L. Leffler 
commented

Eleven hunters were 
killed during the 1938 deer season. 
The deer hunters ‘spoiled un 
otherwise splendid record,” Loftier 
noted. 
‘Tile small game hunters gave a 
much better account of themselves 
than in 1938, 12 persons being killed 
during the regular small game sea­ 
son as against 28 the previous year 
with 278 injured as against 384 dur­ 
ing 1938.” 
None was killed during the last 
bear season; three were killed in 
1938. 
26,000 Bucks Killed 
Fin J I reflects, Leffler predicted, 
will show almost as many legal 
bucks were killed during last .sea­ 
son as in 1937, a record year.

Bartley. W. Va., Jan. 13 (AP* 
Mine families ever conscious of tile 
danger of losing their loved ones 
displayed little hysteria while pre­ 
paring today for burial of the 92 
men given up for dead in the Bart­ 
ley No. i mine gas explosion. 
Stoically they made ready to claim 
the victims as rescue crews dim 
deeper into blast-torn corridors 600 
feet underground, no longer seeking 
living men but the bodies of coal 
diggers apparently killed in their 
tracks. 
Thirty victims had been found, 
leaving 62 still in the debris-clogged 
"rooms" of tile various mine entries 
two miles from the foot of the 620- 
foot perpendicular shaft 
None of tire bodies trad been 
brought to the surface and only 
tluee w e re 
identified. 
Rescuers 
planned to move them to tile foot 
of the shaft for identification before 
starting them out today. 
Finally breaking through to the 
center of tile blast scene after 38 
hours of timneillng. workers Friday 
found only 
battered 
bodies and 
abandoned hope for m iners caught 
farther back iii the workings. 
Raymond E. Salvati, vice president 
of the Pond Creek Pocahontas Coal 
corporation, who led rescue crews day 
and night, declared penetration was 
sufficient to elim inate any possi­ 
bility the men had escaped explo­ 
sion gas. 
“They are ail dead," he added 
"They would be dead even if they 
had barricaded themselves. 
There 
is insufficient air.” 
Officials said it m ight be Sunday 
or Monday tefore a ii bodies laid 
been removed.
